There was a ripple of laughter below the gangway at the 
close of the answer; but the men on the front benches did 
not join in it. The matter under conside:ation was too 
serious. It was well known that a vast system of silver 
coinage, in which the Mint had no concern, was in process 
for the last three or four years. It was rmncoured that the 
system had, by come mysterious process, extended over the 
Continent and even to America. But, as it subsrquently 
transpired, even the initiated had but a faint conception of 
the extent of this gigantic fraud. 

About five years before, the persistent slumpin silver had 
brought its price down to under two-and-six per ounce. 
The iutrinsic value of the metal of the silver coins of the 
United Kingdom was therefore not quite half the face value 

nteed hy the Govirnment; in other we1¢s, there was 
ee than sixpence worth of silver in a shilling, ar:d so on with 
the rest. . 

This slump had, of course, the effect amongst silver 
owners of intensifying the out:ry for bimetalliem. 

But it had another effect more serious. ‘Tho light 
notion struck some enterprising coiner to make fa!se coin in 
pure silver. The cost of the metal was less than half the 
valu of the coin, and as his workmanship and material 
were as good as the Mint, detection of the counterfeit was 
intpossible. 

The idea caught on and grew to a vast international 
system. The countorfeit silver coins slipped mysteriously 
into gencral circulation. No ono questioned them—no one 
could question them. Tocall them “ base coin ” would be a 
clear misnomer, They differed from the genuine coinage 


only in their place of origin. So vast was the system that 
the increase of silver coinage and the consequent demand 


for the metal began to tell on the price of silver bullion. 
It rose gradually from half-a-crown to four shillings por 
ounce, though the rise was popularly attributed to other 
causes. Even financial experts never guessed how largely 
it was due to this practically free coinage of silver. 

No wonder the Chancellor of the Exchequer was annoyed 
when Mr. Mirabel inconsiderately directed the attention 
of the House of Commons, and worse still, of the public, to 
this highly inconvenient and embarrassing question. All 
the same, he began to regret his curtnesa, after a bit. Mr.

p456. When was War Carried on with the Least Possible 
Danger to the Soldier? 


At the end of the fifteenth and the beginning of the 
sixteenth centuries. By theend of the fifteenth century, 
plate armour had attained such perfect development, 
that it was scarcely possible for knighte engaged in 
combat to find any 6 where the armour of their 
antagonists could be pierced. Combatants equipped in 
this manner aimed accordingly less at wounding than at 
auhorsing one another. He who was unhorsed was at 
the mercy of his antagonist, who, if he could not find 
any weak point where he could pierce the armour of his 
fi foe, might beat bim to death with his mace. 
Many savage encounters of this nature are recorded by 
the chroniclers of the time. Usually, however, a knight 
when unhorsed becume the prisoner of his conqueror, 
and many battles were decided, especially in the wara 
between the States of Italy, carried on by means of 
mercenaries, almost or altogether without the shedding 
of blood on either side. Hence we read of few bloody 
battle-fields in those days, whereas in ancient times, as 
in modern wars, the dead have becn numbered by tens 
of thousands. 


3460, What is the Origin of the Oval Shape of the Rugby 
Football ? 


The game of football was pied at Rugby School 
long before the indiarubber inflator was thought of, the 
Dladder cf an ox being used for the purpose. By 
inflating this gradually, and rolling it for a consider- 
able time on a sinooth ktoard while in a moist state, it 
attained an oval shape, and, as the bladder of an 
animal necessitated an outer covering or cas2 of 
leather, that took the oval shape too. As late as the 
fifties the writer remembers playing with the old style 
of ball. As muny as five or six balls would ba used in 
the course of a match. In ‘Tom Brown's” Rugby 
days the ball was more of a round shape than now, but 
it gradually reassumed the original oval form.

3461. Which is the Most Curious Instance of an Invention 
being Forgotten and Re-discovered ? 


At first sight, few of the small but almost essential 
conveniences of modern life would appear to be of more 
recent date than the harmless and necessary—because 
harmless—safety pin. If we look back through the last 
fif‘een or sixteen centuries of domestic history, we find 
no mention of it, and ita so-called invention was once 
believed to be quite novel. The excavations of Pompeii 
and on the plains of Troy have, however, disclosed the 
fact that it was just as well known in the nurseries of 
two thousand years ago as it is in those of to-day. 
But the steam-engine of Hero which worked in the 
Museum of Alexandria nearly nineteen hundred years 
ago is a far more striking example of an invention 
which, if it had been followed out, might have revolution- 
ised the wor!d, and anticipated the essentials of 
modern progress by something like fifteen centuries. 


3462, Which is the Most Ancient Magnifying Glass 
~ Known? 


There is in the British Museum a remarkable piece 
of rock stal, oval, and ground toa plano-convex form, 
found by Layard in the excavations at Sargon’s palace 
in Nimrond. Its date is not later than B.c. 705. It 
was believed by Sir David Brewster to have leen 
designed for magnifying purposes, and has been 
described as the oldest magnifying glass in the world. 
But Mayall (Cantor Lectures on the Microscope) and 
Dallinger give strong reasons for bolding that it was 
never intended for an optical instrument. It is said 
that lenses for magnifying purposes have been found in 
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CONDITIONS.

Tho latter of the above-mentioned authorities says : “ It 
may be fairly taken as established that there is no 
evidence of any kind to justify us in believin that 
lenses for optical p were known or used before 
the invention of spectacles.” It is, however, quite clear 
the magnifying powers of convex, transparent 
media, especially of glass globes filled with water, were 
well-known to the ancients. The earlicst mention of 
lenses, as we understand the word, seems to be in Roger 
Bacon's “Opus Magus” (a.D. 1276), about the time 
when les were invented. Which is the oldest 
magnifying lens still in existence is unknown. 


3463. Which Country has got the Mort Money in Circula- 
tion in Proportion to its Population? 


The amount of deposit and current accounts in all the 
banks of the United Kingdom may be taken as varyin; 
between £680,000,000 and £690,000,000. ‘The sums paren 
through the London Clearing House for 1893 reached 
the enormous total of £6,478,000,000—more than £161 
per head of the population. When we com the 
private incomes of this country with those of America, 
the average British citizen (reckoning men, women, and 
children) receives £34, whereas the American only gets 
£24. Taking another basis for calculation, Great 
Britain comes second. If all the wealth of the countries 
were divided equally among the people in each, 
Australians would receive £370 per head; the United 
Kingdom, £247 (excluding Ireland, £263) ; France, £224 

er Lead; United States, £210; and Germany, £140. 
This must be noted, however, that while Australia, in 
point of wealth, comes out at the top, most of the 
country is mortgaged to English capitalists. 


$457. Which of Our Kings Gained the Most by Marriage ? 
Territorially speaking, the answer would be Henry IT. 
His marriage with Eleanor of Aquitaine made ‘him 
master of the fairest provinces of France, the area of 
which about equalled that of modern England. Charles 


| II., too, by his marriage with Catherine of Braganza, 


gained a cowry in money worth abouta million sterling, 
the fortress of Tang‘ers, and the province of Bengal. Had 
this last fallen into the hands of a capable and enter- 
prising ruler, it is possible that it might have been made 
even more valuable than the French provinces of Henry 
II. But, taking gain in its widest sense, no marriage ever 
brought such advantage, territorial and political, to any 
of our monarchs as did that of William III. with the 
daughter of James II., since it raised him at a single 
step from the position of Stadthulder of a second or 
third rate state to that of king not only of a first-rate 
Power, but of a country which, thanks to his own clearly- 
conceived apd steadily-executed policy, was ere long to 
become arbiter of the destinies of Europe.

The spade or plough, the latter being only a modifica- 
tion of the former, may be said to have made civilisation 


possible. The stylus and the pen made it permanent b:

In spite of much 
which to te superficial eye may ap to contradict 
the statement, the sword has given to civilised 
communities, not only the power of protecting themselves, 
but of conquering dizorder by the forces of order, and 
carrying art and science and conimerce to the uttermost 
ends of the earth. The stories of Rome, Islam. and 
Britain in themselves furnish sufficient proof of this 
apparently paradoxical statement. In a more restricted 
sense, the answer would poles be the turning-lathe, 
since without th® aid of this implement of unknown 
origin the making of machinery would practically be 
im bossivie, and certainly niteteenth century civilisation, 
if deprived of its mechanical aids, would have to abandon 
come of its most splendid triumphs, and, if it developed

Yes. By tle Treaty of Troyes (May 20th, 1420) itwas 
announeed that Henry V. became a son of Charles VL 
by his marriaze with the latter's daughter, Catherin, 
and heir to the Kingdom of France, thitt ufter Charles’ 
death the crown was to descend in full to Henry and his 
heirs, that all French rights and privileges should be 
respected, and that none of the contracting partie 
should treat or make peace with Charles, called th 
Dauphin, without the consent of the other. as well aso 
the estates of England and France. To this treaty, and 
to the future rights of Henry, the nobles were required 
to swear obedience. and the Duke of Burgundy hime 
at once took the outh. Henry’s demise occurring som 
six weeks before that of the French monarch, the victor 
of Agincourt never assumed the crown, which therefor 
devolved on his infant son, whom, at the funeral of 
Charles, the heralds-at-arms proclaimed, crying: “God 
give long life to Henry VI., King of France and of 
Englund, our sovereign lord!” To the child-king there 
seemed at first no opposition. He had been acknov. 
‘edged by Parliament, the University, the Duke of 
Burgundy, the Queen Isabelle of Bavaria, and the 
principal members of the nobility. His rule was 
accepted in nearly all the provinces North of the Loir, 
while in the South, Guienne owned his sway. Yet nine 
eae later, when he was crowned at Paris (December 

7th, 1431), his cause was virtually lost, and Charles VIL. 
who had formerly been contemptuously desi 
“The King of Bourges,” was able to cope wi 
invaders and drive them ultimately from the lind.

THE man in France who has probably killed more 
human beings than any other person in the world is M. 
Deibler, popularly known as * Monsicur de Paris,” and 
at the time of going to press with this number of P.W. 
he is about to reaign his office ax the public cxecutioner 
of France with a record of 502 official deaths to his 
credit. 

He is very old, his hand trembles, and his extensive 
services should give him the right to rest. His 
achievements are known to all; he has dealt more than 
TW wounds, all of which have been fatal. but not for 
him. Lately it waa noticed that he has become 
enfechled; he had no longer the skill, the smartness of 
his youth, 

At his 02nd execution at Nancy, the other day, he 
very nearly bungled the ceremony, and the people of 
that province are very particular. In a few days, 
rely even to-morrow, the gruesome identity of 
“Monsieur de Paris” will have fallen upon another 
than M. Deibler, who will retire from the world, known 
simply as “M. Moreau,” a gocd, honest citizen, living 
ona small yet sufficient income. 

M. Deibler has been an executioner for thirty-nine 
years. From 1858 to 1863 he assisted Rech, his pre- 
decessor, in cighty-two executions, and then became 
erccuteur dea hautes euvres himsclf. He is now seventy- 
three years of age. Ifsuch a term be permissible, it may 
he said that he is the most popular bowrveau that France 
has ever had, and he has very seldom been plwed in an 
embarrassing position at the scaffold. 

In personal appearance M. Deibler has been en ideal 
“Monsieur de Paris.” with bis black beard, iron-grey 
hair, dark, mournful eyes, and vale visage. He ulways 
dresses in black, with Asa frock coat and tall silk hat. 
His domestic life haa Leen quict, as might naturally be 
supposed, and his wife, who died a few months 269, ‘vas 
a delicate, refined, and well-read woman, hardly the 
spors’ that one would expect to find in the home of 
“Monsieur de Paris.” 

Mme. Deibler was the daughter of the executioner of 
Algiers.

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STATIONS IN THE ATLANTIC. 


A Bic, Bown Scveme THAT MAy oNE Day eE 
PreRFEcTED. 


A pRosect, as bold as it is magnificent, has just been 
invented for providing a serics of stations across the 
Atlantic which will enable steamers at sea to he cominu- 
nivated with, just as a railway train is on dry land. 

At certain intervals of about a hundred miles, Mr. 
Reuben H. Plass, for that is the inventor's name, pro- 

to place what he calls “ central stations.” 

They are two-storeyed structures, with quarters in 
which a certain number of men will live, just as they do 
in the lightships round the coast. Each of these 
stations be aapeled with stores capable of lasting 
u long time, and is to be equipped with a life-boat, 
manned by three sailors, which 1s to be available for 
nee whenever necessary. 

There is also to be attached to thoso stations iwo 
steam or na launches, to patrol the interval from one 
station to the other, keeping a look-out foy ships in dis- 
tress and for wrecks, as well as icebergs. Au information 
gathered on these poets will be conveyed along the 
line by means of a telephone apparatus, with which it 
is proposed to connect the chain of vessela. Between 
es central station there will be a series of small 
floating lighthouses at intervals of a mile. These are 
tobe provided with fog-horns, whose working will be 
hy means of compressed air stored by an automatic 
upparatus as the edifice rocks, while the light which 
they furnish at night will require attention only two or 
three times a year. 

These lighthouses will be fdmished with ladders 
reaching to the sea, co that should an individual be 
unfortunate cnough, through shipwreck or accident, to | 
yet into the water he would be able to climb into the !

Aw ingenious device has leen carried out at the 
Obouchoff Steel Works at St. Petersbury for casting the 
large round ingots of five tons and more for which that 
establishment is noted. It was found that the stream of 
molten steel, which was peared into the mould from the 
huge thirty-ton ladle of the Seimens-Martin furnace, 
splashed a great deal through falling from the necessary 
height. The result of this pplashing was that the surface 
of the ingots was invariably covered with cracks. To 
prevent these cracks it therefore became necessary to 
prevent the splashing. To do this a thin tuke of sheet- 
iron was made with a diameter of about two feet. This 
was fixed to an iron ring, to which three bars were 
riveted on the surface of the mould just before the 
casting was undertaken. The molten steel was then 
poured from the ladle into the tube, which caught all the 
splashes, and by reason of the thinness of the iron, was 
gradually melted away as the liquid metal rose in the 
mould. Simple as the device is, it is most effective in 
preventing any cracks appearing on the ingots.

Raripe.—I quite agree with you it is extraordinary 
that the hansom-cab is hardly to be found out of 
London. In the English provinces there are a few, 
about half-a-dozen cities in the whole of the United 
States ulso have a few, on the Continent they are 
unknown. Some people may lodk upon this as a 
blessing. I believe I am inclined to do so wyeelf. 
One uses them ly because the London four- 
wheelers are generally impossible, and the hansom is 
the only alternative. But to go up ina balloon, or to 
walk a tight rope, or to dive sixty feet into a shallow 
tank of water, is to face trivial dangers compared with 
the risk of riding in one of these awful traps. The 
chief use of a hansom is on a wet day, when they are 
most dangerous, on account of the state of the streets. 
To get the doors open you have to lean forward across 
the wheel, and smother cont in mud (one of the 
reasons why you takea cab is toavoid the mud). Then 
a complicated arrangement of reins and things over- 
head make it necessary to lower your umbrella before 
getting in, and your hat is spoiled by the rain (one 
of the reasons why you take a cab is to save your 
hat). Besides this the formation of the cab is such 
that you have to get in head foremost, as if it were a 
kennel, and turn round like a dog settling down in its 
straw. After this you have the alternative of allow- 
ing the glass apron to be lowered—which means 
certain death if the horse goes down, as it is sure to 
do—or holding your umbrella in the opening, so that 
you can take a header into the spokes when the time 
comes., This is the better ae but it prevents you 
from seeing where your couchmun is driving you, and 
half the fun of riding in a hansom is to see how near 
you can come to running over people, colliding with 
vehicles eight or nine times as heavy as the cab, and 
to cannoning off curb-stones and etreet-lamps. But 
only a Londoner appreciates these luxuries.

So long 
ago as 1778, the HARTFORD COURANT, an American 
paper, which is still in existence, was edited and con- 
trolled by a Mra. Watson, among whose subscribers 
George Wesbington was numbered. 

No fewer than 6 500 women are now on the permanent 
staff of tho General Post Office. But the female postal 
clerk, like the woman editor, had her nope 2 last 
century, for a postinistress, aided by her daughters, did 
the whole of the indoor work at the Munchester Post 
Office a hundred years ago. These ladies, with the 
assistance of two male letter carriers, conducted the 
entire Manchester postal service, 1 service which, in the

‘Women are legally qualified to act as scxtons, over- 
seers, churchwardens, guardians, governors of work- 
houses, surveyors of Dehwars, members of school- 
boards, and bere of parish councils. If they would 
but be with filling these honourable and often 
lucrative posta, there might yet be some hope for the 
men, but as the facts given in this article prove, women 
have, during the past few years, embarked successfully 
in countless new occupations and pursuits. 

Although Miss Robina Barton was refused a second 
mate's certificate when she applied to the Marine Board 
at Melbourne some time ago, there are abundant 
signs that the advent of the woman sailor cannot long 
be délayed. 

Already many Danish and Norwegian women are 

ualified to act as pilots, while in the United States 
the steamer Natchez, which runs between New Orleans 
and Vicksburg, is entirely officered by ladies under 
the able captaincy of Mrs. Tom Leathers. Mrs. Mary 
©M. Miller, of New Orleans, and Mrs. Mary Coon, of 
New York, each hold a master’s certificate. The former 
lady was for some time captain of the merchant steamer 
Sabine. 

Miss Robina Barton, if she comes to England, will 

robably gain the qualification which was refused her at 
Melbourne, for there is already a lady in this country 
who holds, not only a second mate's, but a master 
mariner’s ccrtificate. This master mariner is the 
Dowager Lady Clifford, the widow of the late Gentleman 
Usher of the Black Rod, who sails her own yacht in the 
Mediterranean and in the English Channel, and is 
entitled, if she chooees, to dispense altogether with the 
services of a captain. 

The legal profession in England has not, so far, 
suffered much from feminine usurpation, although Miss 
Orme has a good practice as a conveyancer. In America, 
however, the Courts of twenty-four States admit women 
to the Bar. 

Mrs. McKinley, the wife of the President of the 
Cnited States, was called to the American Bar in the 
spring of 1893, and has many times pleaded in the 
court where her husband sat on tho bench as judge.

A number of the most practical men in the trade were called 
together on March 12th last, to hear the experiences and opinions of 
experts, both in cycle building and other branches of mechanics and 
engineering work, as to the practical value of the new aluminium alloy 
called Alcolite. Mr. MARSH, a consulting engineer, went deeply 
into the subject, relating his experience, gained from personal tests. 
Mr. BASSETT, of the Raleigh Cycle Co. Ltd., who had had Alcolite 
tested at the Raleigh Works, spoke loudly in its favour, and we were 
informed that similar opinions were held by Messrs. BELCHER 
and PHILLIPS, the respective managers of the Beeston and 
Coventry works of Humber & Co, Ltd. A machine weighing about 
17Ib. was shown, and ridden by some of the people who were there. 
We personally saw many men, themselves cycle makers, twist the 
bicycle and put it to those tests which only a well-made machine will 
stand. The Alcolite bicycle came out of the drdeal with flying colours. 
Alcolite, we may say, is the only aluminium alloy which, u 
to the present, can be brazed, and at the joints remain as 
strong as other parts ; whilst its non-corrosive properties, its beautiful 
silver-like appearance, and its extreme lightness, combined with rigidity 
and strength, must lead any thinking man to look upon it as the 
metal of the future in cycle construction.

It is well known to all lovers of Dickens that 
the great novelist’s difticulty with the half-pathetic, 
all-amusing 


WILKINS MICAWBER 


lay not in bringing him on the stage of “ David 

Copperfield,” but in getting him off it. His friend 

and biographer, Forster, has told of the wealth ot 

material which Dickens had in’ the letters and 
speeches of Micawber’s original ; of whom, late in 

life, he said : “The longer I live the better I like 

him.” Will no one ever give the world the letters 

and speeches which were never used by Dickens ? 

Forster has given us a few, but there must be many 
more available. “Copperfield” was written in 1850, 

just when Beecham’s Pills were rising to their early 
fame; and the accompanying sketch (now pub- 
lished for the first time) gives us a presentation of 
its immortal subject on the morning which followed 
that wonderful night—to quote Micawber’s own 
reference to it in a letter to Copperfield: “At the 
house of public entertainment at Canterbury, 
where Mrs. Micawber and myself had the honour 
of uniting our voices to yours in the well-krown 
strain of the immortal exciseman, nurtured beyond 
the Tweed.”
